west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
Person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Intry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Siz months’ residence up- 
on and ‘cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—-Musc reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
--Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00. “

If Mr. Oliver failed to 
stand to sing the National Anthem, 
he boldly stood out on this occasion 
from his leader. He even went fur- 
ther than the author of the present 
naval policy and the members of the 
cabinet, because he expressed the be- 
lief, not that an emergency is to be 
apprehended, but that it is really 
existent and comprehensive. 

Germany has long suffered under 
the disabilities of an increasing pop- 
ulation within limited borders, which 
borders cannot be extended but by 
conquest, and it must have an out- 
let somewhere somehow to provide 
colonial opportunities for its surplus 
population who are unable to be 
dealt with in the fatherland. Natur- 
ally, if Great Britain were drawn 
into b.lligerent conflict with Ger- 
many, and lost the day, Germany 
would first seize upon Canada as the 
ideal Eldorado for those for whom 
it cannot provide either room or 
living opportunities at home; be- 
cause Australia is too far distant /to 
meet its requirements, and New 
Zealand is too small to provide for 
its surplus, except under conditions 
that in a few years would outrival 
in inadequacy those obtainable at 
home. 

Mr. Oliver made no mistake in 
framing his points in epigrammatic 
form, and he will be appreciated for 
the bold stand he took against the 
Laurier policy, with which he only 
manifested agreement in so far as_ it 
advocated what the Borden policy 
provides for—a Canadian navy in 
due course.—Calgary News-Telegram. 


A. & G. W. Costs Alberta 
Much In Credit 


One Loan at 4 Per Cent., But 
Rate on Next is 5 3-4 


Sifton Government Has Been Ex- 
pensive Experiment, According to 
London Cables. 


Actording to cabled ‘despatches 
from London, Premier Sifton and 
the provincial treasurer, Hion. Mal- 
colm McKenzie, have borrowed very 
much more money than was an- 
nounced they had borrowed on ten- 
year bonds a few years ago. 

Then, they sccured a loan of 


$5,000,000 at 4 per cent., in securi sw 
which the province had to pay at 
least $300,000, which does not in- 
clude the bank discounts and charges 
previously paid upon the equivalent 
amount borrowed from banks last 
year. 

To that $5,001,000 the Alberta gov- 
ernment now adds another loan of 
$7,500,000. This time the province 
has had to pay 52 per cent. The re- 
sult is that a poor opinion of the 
Alberta securities is now held in 
London. 

That this is so is communicated in 
a despatch from London yesterday, 
saying - 

“‘Moerta had to pay 5} per cent. 
yesterday on 1,500,0°0 pounds, six- 
months treasury bills, to replace 
those falling due. Rightly or wrong- 
ly, the London money market does 
not view Alberta securities with 
great favor, declares the Daily Mail. 
‘The dispute between the provincial 
government and the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railway company 
is partly responsible. Probably the 
market has not troubled to enquire 
deeply into the rights or wrongs of 
the dispute, but the mere fact that 
it has existed at all is sufficient to 
affect the market. Alberta is paying 
5} per cent. for money, apart from 
immediate expense. This is a bad 
thing for the province; but the 
lenders are to be congratulated on 
getting so high a rate on such 
securities."

A.A. H. A. EXECUTIVE RECOM- 
MENDS WESTERN CANADA

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‘farmer Writes Com- 
mon Sense on The 
Borden Naval Policy 


The Editor of News, 
Red Deer, Alta. \ 

Dear Sir,—Many and varied are the 
opinions on Mr. Borden’s naval pol- 
icv. Some think there is a_ real 
emergency, while others do not. I 
have my opinion as to that. Some 
think it is only a scheme of the 
Borden Government to maintain 
power; that they came into power 
by frightening the people by preju- 
ducing them against the United 
States, and now to withdraw their 
attention from the more vital ques- 
tions pertaining to our welfare which 
was sacrified at the last Dominion 
election to maintain our connection 
with the Empire, they are now work- 
ing the German war scare for all 
it is worth. I have my opinion as 
to that. 

Some think it is ‘‘the price of 
peace’’ between the Conservatives 
and their Nationalist allies. I don't 
know anything about that. But, Mr. 
Editor, I have a few thoughts on thu 
matter, and if you have room in 
your valuable paper for the opinion 
of a farmer, I wish you would print 
this. Perhaps some may think this 
is not a question for the farmers to 
talk about, but we shall have to pay 
our share of the ‘contribution,’ and 
perhaps the western farmer will pay 
the most, and it is becoming more 
and more difficult to keep the far- 
mer in his place, according to the 
opinion of some. 

Some think $35,000,000 is a large 
amount to hand over to the Mother 
Country. Ido not. If there is a 
real emergency, if our Empire is in 
danger, if England is in need of help 
to hold her own, if we cannot agree 
among ourselves to help her in any 
Other way, then $35,000,000 is not 
too much. It is, in my opinion, not 
more than half enough. If there is 
a war cloud, and it must burst, and 
if the whole Empire should be en- 
gaged in a life and death struggle, 
$35,000,000 in cold cash would be so 
small an amount that we could hard 
ly consider we were taking part in the 
defence at all. How easily we could 
pay it. Considering it from. the 
standpoint of a direct tax, it would 
not be over $5.50 for each individual 
$5.00 for a family of five, which 
would be easy. At the seat of war, 
death, suffering, destruction of hom- 
es, widows, orphans, sorrow, pover- 
ty, many of the best of England's 
sons killed, many maimed and crip- 
pled for life. What a sacrifice! I 
wish every jingo could see it in 
that light. What a price England 
must pay that we might be saved 
while we merely hand over $5.00 per 
capita. What would it mean to a 
farmer with .a family of five? Two 
marketable hogs, or one hundred 
bushels of oats, or fifty bushels of 
wheat, or one hundred pounds of 
butter, or sixty-five dozen of eggs, 
or two hundred pounds of poultry, 
or one yeatling calf, or fifty bushels 
of potatoes. One spring colt would 
pay for two families one cow would 
pay for three ; one horse would pay 
for eight families, and we could stay 
at home and enjoy health an] hap- 
piness. Would we be satistied in 
doing so little? I think not ; and, in 
my opinion, so far as the amount 
is concerned, the bill should be 
passed without opposition. I think 
the farmers betweer Ontario and 
British Columbia could safely shoul- 
der the whole amount and pay it by 
a direct per capita tax. If by doinz 
So we would he allowed free entry 
into United. States markets, or again 
if the western freight rates were 
placed 01 a par with the freight 
rates south of us, or again if farm 
implements were allowed to come in 
free of duty, if would mean more to 
us than $35,000,000 every five years 
or during the usual term of our 
ministers at Ottawa. If, as some 
say, this $35,000,000 is the price to 
maintain the power of the Conserva- 
tive party, the, from a profit and 
loss view, the western farmer could 
afford to pay it alone if in return 
they could grant us one of the above 
mentioned con-essions or assure us 
that the car distribution clause in 
the grain act would not be tamper- 
ed with and that rough lumber would 
come in tree as it did before they 
came into power, 

Tf all the duty was taken off cement 
for all time, there would be such re- 
‘oi ing in Western Canada that the 
opposition to the navy bill would be 
forgotten. Or if the British’ prefer- 
eice were increased, what a boon it 
would be for the common people. 

Mr. Borden never allows an oppor- 

tunity to pass without assuring the 
Mother Country and the world th+ 
Conservatives in Canada area loyal 
people. We are glad ofthat ; we are 
proud of our loyalty. It is the safe- 
!guard of our country ; but we are 
\sorry we are in so helpless a_ con- 
idition to help theMother Country. 
If the war cloud would burst to- 
[Tnorrow, how could we help? With 
$35,000,000, of course, willingly and 
quickly, too ; but it needs men, guns 
|and ships to contest in naval war- 
jfare. Men, we have the best.in the 
jworld but untrained. Ships and 
guns we have not to any great ex- 
tent, and experts say it would take 
three years to build ships of the 
Dreadnought type. In less than 
three years the Empire might be 
crushed. How we would regret then 
that we had not acted before. Hlw 
foolish it would seem then that the 
navy ever became a party question. 
We would regret then that because 
we wrangled over this important 
question, and used it as a party 
issue, we had allowed the Mother 
Country to be overpowered and 
crushed. While we waved the flag 
for political prestage, we allowed it 
on the other side of the Atlantic to 
go down to shame -and defeat. 

T am not a jingo. I would avoid 
this war; I like peace. I do not 
know positively that it cannot be 
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‘Domirion of New Zealand, 


avoided without England losing | pire, and teach occupying a seat 


prestage of the seas, which it is 
considered necessary for the main- 
tenance of the Empire, but I know 
this, it is our first duty to throttle 
the jingoes if we can and use all 
our influence for honorable peace and 
then, if we fail in this, to do all we 
can for the defence of the Empire. 
I think $35,000,000 in cold cash is 
not all of Canada’s duty to the 
Mother Country. Let us do all our 
duty. Some of our people became 
so terrified at the thought of annex- 
ation that they appealed to us to 
save Canada from the United States. 
They seemed to forget that for one 
hundred years or more a tide of emi- 
gration had flowed from England 
westward ; that in England families 
had been divided, part going to 
United States and part to Canada ; 
and that for one hundred years Can- 
ada had beea sending the very best 
of her sons and daughters to the 
United States. They seem to forget 
that we were one and the same peo- 
ple, that their language was our 
language, their re'igion was our re- 
ligion, their manners our manners, 
their ways our ways, their interests 
vur interests, their mother country 
cur mother country, their safety our 
sifety ; the same pcople, brother, 
sister, father, mother, sons and 
daughters, living under a slightly 
different flag. What a shame that 
we should so forget ourselves on the 
eve of an election. It seems ridicu- 
lous now. 

What would the country south of 
us do if ISngland was involved in 
war, was going down to defeat? 
What would the strong and powerful 
ofispring-of the Mother Country do? 
What would it give, three dread- 
noughts or $35,000,00) in cash. If I 
know the spirit of the American 
peopl:, they would give not only 
three dreadnoughts but would give 
“reely enough dreadnouzhts and men 
and they have the men and trained 
m.n, too) and guns and ammunition 
to turn the tide of battle and = save 
their, as well as our, wother Coun- 
try. 

I think now, as I have always 
hought, that the great and power- 
iul nation to the south of us, a 
nation of our own,blood, is now and 
always will be Canada and England's 
best friend, both in prosperity and 
adversity. We can wave the flag and 
cry loyalty all we like, but as long 
as we wrangle and fight over the 
navy question and make it a party 
issue to be used to oust 0.1¢ govern- 
mcnt from power, and place another 
in, just so long we are not doing our 
duty as part of the British Empire. 
In my opinion the jingoes in and out 
cf office, and the jingo press that 
are trying to foster ill feeling be- 
tween Canada and United States and 
fingland and Germany, are our worst 
enemies.

Canadian Pacific Will 
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Build 1,000 Miles lew 
Road In The West. 


Winnipeg, Dec. . 20. —According to 
its present plans, the Canadian Paci- 
fic railroad will build over 1,000 
miles of new lines in-Western Canada 
in 1913. This includes 250 miles 
double tracking between the head of 
the lakes and the Pacific Coast. 
It is proposed to build between 
600 and 700 miles of branch lines and 
100 miles of sidings for terminal 
facilities. The projected branch lines 
will open up a vast stretch of new 
territory. The bulk of the double 
tracking will be done betweon Kem- 
nay, Manitoba, and Calgary, Alber- 


a. 

The double tracking is already 
practically completed between the 
head of the lakes and Kemnay. 
Contirmation of the above  pro- 
gramme wus given by C.P.R. oflicials 
at Winnipeg today. The appropria- 
tion of a big sum by the construc- 
tion work in the west in 1915 will 
likely be announced at an early date.
